Canadian Legion Held Social Evening 
To Commemorate The Battle of 
Vimy Ridge Monday Evening 

VIMY ! ! The word that brings to Cana¬ 
dian minds an old but still vivid pictue of cruel 
trench warfare blended, incongruously, some¬ 
how, with a beautiful war memorial in France, 
was a word mentioned with due reverence* on 
Monday. 


We are told the ridge, where 
men from the Land of the Maple? 
Leaf fell by the thousands, has 
again been planted with maples. 

Battle Fntered 

The Canadian Corps entered 
battle for the ridge on April 9, 
1917, as part of the spring drive 
of the Allies on the western front. 
It was-a cardinal turning point 
in the war. 

A long upland about 475 feet in 
height, it afforded fine observa¬ 
tion of the country for miles 
around in almost every direction. 
It was also the hinge on which 
the tiring German army had piv¬ 
oted in its retirement to the Hin- 
denberg line only a few weeks 


bef.re. 

The Canadians attacked on a 
front of 7,($0 yards and after”a 
frightful bombardment took the 
ridge in their stride. By April 13 
they had penetrated six miles into- 
the enemy’s lines (remember this 
was before modern, fast-moving 
warfare and only difficulty in 
bringing up supplies and guns 
stopped the advance. 

The battle, although it did not 
eventuate into open warfare, did 
foreshadow today’s, or at least 
yesterday’s, war of movement. 

It also proved again that the 
most elaborate fortifications could 
be penetrated by a determined at¬ 
tacker. 


Coleman Collieries and Square N

OTTAWA - Public Works Minister Ro¬ 
bert Winters has announced building con¬ 
tracts totalling more than three and a half 
million dollars were awarded by the govern¬ 
ment for work in Alberta last month.

Biggest contract let for construction in

This two-million-plus contract was for 
grading, provision of culverts, base course and ' 
prime coat on the Trans-Canada Highway, 
miles 21 to 31, in Banff National Park.

Pre-season conditioning hints 

A good investment for the com¬ 
ing season, no matter what sport 
you play, is to strengthen the key 
areas of the body. Dr. T. K. Cure- 
ton of the University of Illinois 
has shown that improved strength 
means improved playing ability in 
all sports. 

Here are two areas which are 
important to any athlete: 

1. Lower leg and foot. A very 
good exercise is the "heel and toe j 
rock and lift.” Take a standing 
position with your feet together. 

Rock forward on your toes as far 
as you can. Then rock back on 
to your heels trying to touch your 
toes to your shin bones. Do 10 of 
these, rest and then repeat. Con¬ 
tinue until you are just reaching 
fatigue. After you begin to develop 
strength in this area, place a 
heavy barbell or similar weight on 
your shoulders as you do the exer¬ 
cise.

Alebtra Act Says 
Phone Wire-tapping 
Is Illegal 

Wire-tapping by police—advo¬ 
cated by Mr. Justice. M. M. Porter 
in the Alberta Supreme Court— 
was declared illegal under any 
circumstances by the provincial 
legislature only last week. 

An amendment "toi the Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Act defin¬ 
itely forbids any form of wire¬ 
tapping on Alberta government 
telephone system. And the penalty 
goes up to $2,000 fine and six 
months' imprisonment.. 

Mr. Justice Porter suggested ob¬ 
scene telephone calls could be 
stopped “in five minutes” if police 
were authorized to make a secret 
tape recording of conversations. 
He made the comment during the 
hearing of an appeal by George P. 
6'chula, convicted on a common 
nuisance charge. 

But Gordon Taylor, minister of 
telephones, states the new' act ap¬ 
plies to police. There could be no 
possibility of special dispensation 
for them to dodge the law. 

Tape-recording of telephone 
conversations on the provincial 
government system in Alberta is 
also strictly banned unless the 
equipment emits an audible signal 
at regular intervals in order to 
warn persons using the wires. 

The only p s -.in the who^e 
province allowed to tap wires are 
the linesmen who carry the spec¬ 
ial equipment t'r service reasons 
or telephone answering services 
"approved by tit. mnr.-ter and 
using approved oqu.pmur. "

April 9th. will stand out in the 
memory of thousands of Cana¬ 
dians from the second world war. 
On April 9bh 1940 German troops 
landed in Denmark and Norway, 
t .riling the world with the sud- 
ck nne.-s of the invasion. Denmark 
made no resistance, while Norway 
fought but lost Oslo to the Ger¬ 
mans and the capital was moved 
lo Hamar. a dark day for these 
uo countries. April 9th 1941. Sa¬ 
lonika was abandoned by the 
Greeks to the Germans who had 
declared war on "her three days be¬ 
fore. Gieat Britain admitted that 
British troops were fighting with 
the Greeks. April 9th, 1942 was 
indeed a dark day for our Amer¬ 
ican Allies, on this day Bataan 
fell to the Japs, defended by Gen. 
McArthur's forces, and later by 
Gen. Wainwright. General Wain- 
wr ght withdrew with only a small 
force to Corregidor. After this dis¬ 
aster American and Filipino pris¬ 
oners were inflicted to the “March 
of Death" by their Jap captors. 
April 9th 1943; Bolivia entered t.he 
war against the Axis powers, and 
American troops on threshold of 
retaking Fald Pass, Tunesia, from 
which they were forced to retreat 
in Feb., April 9, 1944; Russians 
recapture Odessa, and in South¬ 
west Pacific, Japs start retreat for 
last stand on New Britain. Red 
Army launched offensive on Cri¬ 
mea. April 9th 1945; Allied Annies 
strike west for the Elbe, last big 
stream before Berlin, while Rus¬ 
sian forces strike into Vienna and 
capture KoenigSberg where 92,000 
Germans were captured and 42,- 
000 killed. 

April 9th has many memories 
not only for the people of World 
war I but to us who suffered 
through the Second Word War. 

Ancient Incac 
first to record 
vital statistics 

Keeping statistics on births, 
deaths and marriages Is by no 
means a modem practice. (Egypt in 
the age of the Pharaohs, ancient 
Romans and the Incas of Peru also 
recorded them, according to a new 
United Nations study, entitled 
"Handbook of Vital Statistics 
Methods”. 

It was prepared by the U-N.'s 
Satistical Office to help govern¬ 
ments develop and appraise their 
services for recording live and still 
births, deaths, marriages and di¬ 
vorces. This information is im¬ 
portant for planning and carrying 
out social and economic policies. 

Based on data from more than 


100 countries and territories, the 
Handbook is the most comprehen¬ 
sive survey of its kind ever to have 
been made. 

The registration of b i r t h,s 
deaths and marriages, it shows, 
has had a very long history. Thus, 
ancient Egypt had a vital statistics 
scheme in operation as far back 
as 1250 B.C., and citizens of Rome 
in the sixth century B.C. were re¬ 
quired to report the arrival of 
new-born children within 30 days 
of their birth. . 

Registration systems as known 
today howeyer, really began with 
the Incas of Peru. They had a 
well-developed records system, 
even though they did not know 
how to write. They used knotted 
strings called “quipus'’ for the 
purpose.

CINDER IN THE EYE

Suggestions to Cut 
Traffic Accidents, 
Highway Deaths 

With highway death and acci¬ 
dent rates increasing in all prov- 
vinces of Canada, authorities 
everywhere are considering new 
traffic regulations to help de¬ 
crease the appalling toll. One 
agency, a committee of the On¬ 
tario. legislature, after making 
studies of traffic control in this 
country and the United States, 
has made sweeping recommenda¬ 
tions, some of .which may be 
adopted by many provinces. 

Most radical of the suggestions 
is that persons under 21 be issued 
probationary licences only, and 
that those over 21 be required to 
take new driving tests at regular 
intervals. Other recommendations 
include one to prohibit any ve¬ 
hicle to drive in a left lane on a 
curve or on approaching the crest 
of a hill; all vehicles to be equip¬ 
ped with mechanical direction 
signals; all vehicles to be required 


to carry flares, and use them when 
halted on the highway after dark; 
all pedestrions to be required to 
walk facing oncoming traffic; suf¬ 
fer licence suspensions for care¬ 
less or reckless driving; sending 
traffic violators to safety school; 
courses in highway safety and 
driving in schools farm tractors 
to show head and rear lights on 
the highway after dark, vehicles 
to stop behind halted school buses; 
authorities to be empowered to 
designate “built-up” areas where 
traffic requires, and limit speeds 
regardless of population; permit¬ 
ting passing on the right in lane 


traffic. 

Consideration will be given to 
banning dangerous ornaments and 
projections on all vehicles, also to 
manufacturers placing less em¬ 
phasis on power and speed in ad¬ 
vertising; mandatory re-examina¬ 
tion of all drivers Within 10 years 
of a set date, and abolition of 
1 “right-of-way” of cars turning 
onto highway after making a full 
stop. .
